for $50, the down payment being 
$6. Huston later sold this lot for 
31500 
and 
repurchased 
it 
for 
32500. 
Ocean front lots that sold 
at the auction for a very small 
amount sold at the peak of the 
oil activity in the town lot field 
for 317.500. 


Name Is Changed 
In the spring of 1904, when the 
name of a little village known as 
Pacific 
City 
was 
changed 
to 
Huntington Beach and the town­ 
site was acquired by the Hunting­ 
ton Beach company, a corporation 
with its chief offices in Los An­ 
geles, from a syndicate of Long 
Beach and Santa Ana man, who 
were owners of Pacific City. 
On 
July 
5, 
1904, 
the 
first 
electric 
car 
from 
Los 
Angeles 
reached 
Huntington Beach. 
Huntington Beach from 1904 un 
til 1920 went through the same 
development 
that any 
growing 
Southern 
California 
city 
went 
through during the same 
period. 
It became the largest city on the 
Orange county coast line and was 
a very popular summer resort and 
vacation center. 
Many lots had been sold and 
much building done. The popula 
tion was just under 1600 people. 
From 20 houses in 1904 the town 
had 
grown 
to a community of 
several 
homes and a fair sized 
business district by 1909. 
Community Incorporated 
The community was incorporated 
in 1909 as a city of the sixth class. 
The assessed valuation of Hunt­ 
ington Beach in 1920 was $1,028,- 
635. A number of small Industries 
had settled in the town and things 
were smooth and serene. 
An insight into the period ex­ 
tending from 1920 on may be had 
from 
the following, 
taken 
from 
an article published in the “Orange 
County Review” 
in September, 


1921. The article was written bf 
C. F. Roberts: 
"Huntington 
Beech, 
since 
tbs 
discovery of oil about 17 months 
ago, has jumped Into a dazzling 
prominence 
that 
has

most hardened oil men gasp. Bret 
Harte in his most marvelous con­ 
ceptions of the gold mining days 
never conceived anything like It. 
Seventeen months ago, Hunting­ 
ton Beach arms a sleepy little town 
of 2400 souls. Today, there are 
8500 
permanent 
residents 
and 
there is a floating population of 
about 4000. A jump from 2400 to 
12.900 
in a tittie more than a 
year is something of a jump even 
for sn oil town. 


DEVELOPMENT ROMANTie 
"The whole affair is eo romantic 
as to seem unbelievable. 
It was 
April, 
1920, 
that the Eddystone

company 
struck

proper. 
These people got a 176- 


harrei well 
About a month later 
the Standard brought in a 130- 
barrel well and since then the 
Standard has brought In 12 other 
producing wells. One of this dozen 
Is the great Beisa No. I, a veri­ 
table giant." 
It was November IO. 1320, that 
Bolaa No I was drilled Into the 
oil sand and net only did It spout 
oil at the rate of 20.000 barrels a 
day but there was a gas pressure 
of HOO pounds to the square Inch.

Village, 
will 
have

second birthday, and while yet in 
swaddling clothes, has performed 
the Impossible in th at time. 
The village occupies the extreme 
southern point of Orange county 
and consists of 2000 acres, ex­ 
tending from a line north of El 
Camino real to the ocean, an av­ 
erage width of little better than 
half mile and five miles In length. 
Through 
this 
entire 
property 
passes the Santa Fe railroad and 
El Camino reel, the coast high­ 
way extending from the Mexican 
border to Canada. 
On October 5 of the present year 
the sales recorded amounted to $4,- 
700,000, and when the natal day 
arrives, will equal or exceed the 
$5,000,000 mark. 
Thirty miles of streets have been 
constructed In that time, 2,000,- 
000 square feet having been su r­ 
faced, oiled and graveled during 
the past summer and ju st com­ 
pleted. 
These 
newly 
completed 
streets are nearly all In the second 
unit. The first unit has been com­ 
pleted 
for 
some time, 
and 
the 
grading

W ater mains have been laid to 
the extent of 22 miles through­ 
out the tract and at present con­ 
nect every lot In the first and 
second units.

was interviewed here. 
People in the United State*, he 
said, had an impression that Aus­ 
tralia was a vast country of bound­ 
less possibilities, peopled with a 
virile stock that was almost en­ 
tirely British. The early history 
at the two countries, he added, was 
almost the same, and was marked 


by daring heroism sad re — nos 
in exploration and discovery. Both 
peoples, I)* said, had developed a 
similar type of democracy da* to 
th* building up on a virgin ooun- 
try of the same British civilisa­ 
tions. Both were originally com­ 
posed of separate states, which 
later felt th* need of a closer 
union, and both today had similar 
difficulties In drawing an exact 
line between the federal and stat* 
governments. It was 
interesting, 
he said, to not* that they drew the 
line 
somewhat 
differently. They 
had both established districts, and 
finally they were both great pa­ 
cific countries Interested in the 
peaceful development of one of th* 
greatest empires of the world. 
Professor Blakeslee visited Can­ 
berra, and was greatly impressed 
with its possibilities as a capital.

Santa Ana city library for October 
passed the 30,900 mark and totaled 
30,702, according to figures com 
piled by Miss Jeannette McFadden, 
olty librarian. These figures In­ 
clude circulation at 
th* branch 
libraries. 
Circulation for th* year ended 
October ll. 1327 totaled 211,124. 
Miss McFadden said. “These fig­ 
ures are very different from the 
ones at the end of the year In 
1893 when the library was still in 
its infancy," the librarian contin­ 
ued. "At that tim* a special story 
was written when th* library at­ 
tained a circulation of HS for 
one day during th* year. 
Th* 
total circulation for tits year of 
1892 was about 20,000." 
Th* history of th* Santa Ana 
library as given by Miss McFadden 
is as follows: 
"Santa Ana people saw the need 
of a library early in th* toVrn’s 
history, A circulating library was 
organised in 1878. Some od the 
books were donated; socials, mu­ 
sicals and literary entertainments 
were given in urder to raise money 
to purchase more books and 
to 
maintain the library. In 1887 this 
library numbered 400 volumes and 
th* members voted to turn It over 
to the W. C. T. U. 
"September I, 1891 th* W. C. T. 
U. transferred the library to the 
city of Santa Ana. The library at 
this time consisted of 980 volumes 
and was located in a hall at 112 
West Fourth 
street. From that 
date it was supported - by a tax 
levy, and was thrown open to the 
city as a free library apd reading 
room. 
“In 1892 the library was moved 
to the Hervey building, 121 East 
Fourth street, where It remained 
until it was moved to its present 
site, July, 1902. 
"At th* time of th* completion 
of the present library there wee* 
4092 volumes numbered, with a 
circulation of 24,220. Ten years 
later, 1918, there were 14,400 vol­ 
umes in the library and th* circu­ 
lation was 60,000. Monthly circula­ 
tion at that time averaged 8100. 
“In 1904 membership was 1877. 
The present membership Is 10,787. 
There are now 41,928 books, mags- 
sines, and pamphlets in th* library. 
▼or many years on* librarian was 
enough to care for the books and 
tend to th* wishes of th* bor­ 
ee were but we now have a staff 
bf l l which does not Include th* 
girls who work only part tim*,"

Corona Del Mar for the peat two 
year* has been undergoing devel­ 
opment th at will make of It one 
of the leading communities on the 
Pacific coast for summer vaca­ 
tio n ists and permanent residents, 
ettlsens declare. Many houses have 
been constructed during this pe­ 
riod and much building is con­ 
templated. 
A new lumber firm is constructs 
Ing large sheds a t the present 
time and indications are th at next 
season will see more activity than 
a t any previous time in the his 
tory of Corona Del Mar. The his 
tory of Corona Del M ar goes back 
to a very early time and from all 
indications this place was a t one 
time 
headquarters 
for 
Indians 
Fish, clams and game were abun­ 
dant in the waters and on the 
hillsides surrounding Corona Del 
Mar. 
Mortars, 
postals, 
arrow ­ 
heads and knives of flint have 
been 
picked up here in recent 
years. The first record of Corona 
Del Mar as a white man’s prop­ 
erty was made when this property, 
aa a small part of the Rancho San 
Joaquin, was given by the king of 
Spain to one of his favorite of­ 
ficers. 
Favorite Camping Site 
From the first owner the land 
was sold to the Irvines and from 
that time on this property has been 
held practically Intact. That por­ 
tion 
of the 
mesa now known as 
Corona Del 
Mar became known 
as Rocky Point and it was a fa­ 
vorite site for dam bakes, picnics 
and camping parties. 
Property Is Said 
Mr. 
H art platted 
the easterly 
Lait 
of the 
land contracted for 
and 
gave 
it its present 
name, 
meaning crown of the sea. He put 
in a few improvements, drilled a 
w ater well or two, did some road 
building and constructed the Pali­ 
sades tavern, now the Palisades 
club. A ferry was operated be­ 
tween this property and Balboa 
and a w ater line w as started be­ 
tween Oorona Del M ar and the 
head of the bay. A few lots were 
sold a t this time and probably a 
dosen houses were b u ilt 
Devel­ 
opment lagged the following year, 
Mr. H art selling to F. D. Cornell 
apd company. 
The Cornells had great visions 
for the property and were getting 
their program under way when the 
w ar broke out. Corona Del Mar, 
like most beach developments at 
th at time, received a very seri­ 
ous set back. The Cornells fi­ 
nally sold to W. S. 8 parr in 1921. 
W. D. Fisk bought the Palisades 
tavern a t th at time; 
This left the Cornells w ith 1400 
lots on their hands, more than 
half of the original am ount platted 
for sale. Charles L. W hipple was 
given the selling contract and he 
in turn turned it over to the 8ims- 
Juedel company. 
At the end of 1022 the task of 
disposing of the property looked 
almost hopeless. Starting in 1923, 
the prospects for the property be­ 
gan to look a little more opti­ 
mistic and by the end of 1922 the 
property was selling rapidly and 
rieve&pment had begun on a fairly 
large scale. 
The state graded the road while 
the county built the bridge across 
the bay1 on what is now the state 
highway. On 
July 
4, 
1926,

state highway was thrown open to 
the 
public 
through 
Corona Del 
Mar. 
Annexes to Newport 
In February, 1924, Corona Del 
Mar was annexed to the city of 
Newport Beach. At Hie present 
tim e all city conveniences have 
been installed and all public serv­ 
ice is Available.' A beautiful or­ 
nam ental fighting system and tree 
planting hrs under way.

years. The ocean front property 
overlooking the entrance to New­ 
port bay has become popular and 
is increasing In value every year. 
Adjoining Corona Del Mar the 
new development known as the 
Irvine Estates has commenced and 
before long the entire mesa will 
be built up with m any fine homes. 
The adm inistration’s new bund*} 
ing is now completed. Along the 
coast highway several store build­ 
ings have been built during the 
past two years and a number of 
other buildings are contemplated 
in th is vicinity. 
Building Increasing 
Three years ago most of the 
building permits Issued for Corona 
Del Mar were for small cottages 
but during the past year it has 
been noticed that the building per­ 
m its are for more money and the 
buildings erected this year, both 
the homes and the store buildings, 
are much larger and more perma­ 
nent in construction. 
A t Corona Del M ar A ntar Deraga 
has 
hts 
laboratory 
and 
official 
government w eather bureau. De­ 
raga, who is secretary of the local 
chapter of the National Aeronaut­ 
ical association, hopes to have an 
airport established here w ithin the 
next year or so. 
On a sandy bench a t the foot of 
the bluffs a bathhouse has been 
built, the bathhouse belonging to 
the development known as Alta 
Vista. At this point it Is said by 
authorities that the surf resembles 
the famous surf of the Hawaiian 
islands.

SALT LAKE CITY. Nov. 7.— 
The old capitol of Utah is to be 
preserved, it is now indicated. Not 
everyone in Utah and perhaps few 
outside the state have known that 
Utah had a 
territorial 
capitol 
which still stands, though actually 
used only about six weeks for the 
purpose for which it was built. 
The Utah parks commission la tak­ 
ing steps to preserve the structure, 
which is still in good condition 
in spite of the fact that for 62 
years it has had to survive the 
viciseltudes 
incident to a public 
building only partially occupied. 
The 1927 Utah legislature ap­ 
propriated $10,000 for preservation 
of the structure, conditioned on 
the city of Fillmore giving title 
to the state. That condition the 
city is ready to fulfill, and the 
parks commission will take over 
the spending of the appropriation. 
The fifth territorial l?glslature 
m et there in December, 1855.

Tomorrow Is Armistice Day. the 
day when peace came to a weary 
war-sick world.

W here the poppies grow.” 
ft was on August 4, 1914, just 
IS year* ago that Great Britain en­ 
tered Armageddon, a little over a 
decade as we count time, but a 
century In human experience; and 
In April, 1917, Uncle Sam followed, 
her gallant lads, “donned the col­ 
ors* and went overseas to aid the 
allied nations. 
Owl J* l f years ago! 
As we look 
back over that stupendous pano­ 
ram a of events, it seems like eons 
since the call to arm*.
